BID TO CUT 
HOMES UST

CHERWELL'S housing 
waiting list is to be cut by 
70 per cent overnight in a 
bid to curb "unrealistic" 
demands for properties. 

Bosses at Cherwell District 
Council are to take 2,800 
people off its 4,000-strong 
waiting list - of which just 414 
got homes last year. 

It says they do not have a 
"realistic" chance of being 
housed yet dealing with their 
requests takes up valuable staff 
time. 

But there are fears those in 
need will be stuck for help. 

The council is responsible for 
prioritising social housing 
through providers like Sanctuary 
Housing. 


Reducing 'unrealistic 
housing demands' 
would free up staff 


People are placed in one of 
five bands but the Conservative- 
run council is now set to axe 
bands four and five, the least 
needy. 

A council report says: "At 
present anyone can go on the 
council's housing register. Most 
have little or no prospects of 
securing social housing." 

It said the change - allowed 
through the Government's 
Localism Act - would "enable 
staff resources to be more 
focused". It will also free up

staff to deal with a "significant" 
expected rise in queries from 
changes to the welfare system, it 
adds. 

Cherwell housing chief 
Debbie Pickford said: "It is a 
cultural change. They think 'my 
mum and dad got a council 
housing, you have to supply me 
with one?' Sorry, why? If you are 
adequately housed and you can 
afford to openly rent, you are 
not vulnerable." 

Yet she insisted the council 
was working to get private 
homes built to help 
"aspirational" people. 

She cited its Build! scheme, 
which is seeking land for 
affordable housing and empty 
homes to help people bring 
back into use. 

But Clare Norton, of the 
Banbury youth homelessness 
charity BYHP, said: "It is more 
and more difficult now for 
under 25s to get any kind of 
housing support. This is only 


going to make it worse." 

Some youngsters have been 
considered "vulnerable" by 
BYHP but not the council, she 
warned, with benefit changes 
adding to the problem. 

Labour group leader Patrick 
Cartledge said: "I come from a 
generation where local 
authorities used to provide 
social housing for all. 

"We now have a system 
where everybody is expected to 
buy their own home, which is 
virtually impossible at the 
moment, or opt for private 
rented accommodation, which 
is absolutely extortionate. 

"The local authority should 
be there to provide housing 
where there is need." 

Liberal Democrat group 
leader Tim Emptage said: "I 
understand why the council is 
doing this, but I am extremely 
nervous that people who have a 
genuine need that may not be 
reflected in their category could 
be removed from the list." 

People in band four have 
"moderate" needs or are in 
"unsatisfactory" housing, while 
people in band five have 
"adequate" housing. 

The new policy is set to be 
agreed by the council's 
executive on Monday.

■ New hospitals chief in Christmas pledge 

NHS in U-turn 
over axing of 
seasonal cash 


A HEALTH trust, which axed 
Christmas party funds for 
hundreds of nurses, has made a 
U-turn and decided 
celebrations will now go ahead. 

About 71 7 staff, working at 
community hospitals across 
Oxfordshire, had been told that a 
donation of up to £35 each towards 
a Christmas party would be 
withdrawn as "it did not provide 
sufficient patient benefit". 

But last week, the new chief 
executive of the Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust, Stuart Bell, said he 
would make sure the staff were

recognised for their hard work. 

A spokesman said: "Oxford 
Health NHS FT did make changes to 
the Charitable Funds Guidelines 
earlier this year to ensure that 
donations were spent appropriately. 

"The reasons for the decision to 
change the guidelines relating to 
funds for staff Christmas celebrations 
were to ensure a consistent 
approach within the organisation 
and to support the equitable use of 
funds across the trust. 


"The trust is absolutely committed 
to supporting patients and staff to 
celebrate Christmas. 

"We will certainly be making sure 
that there are arrangements in place 
that will allow sites/teams to hold 
celebrations for the benefit of 
patients and staff." 

Mr Bell added: "We recognise the 
hard work and dedication of our 
staff and also how important it is for 
our staff, and our patients, to be 
able to celebrate Christmas. 

"We will be letting staff know 
shortly how the trust will be 
supporting teams to mark the 
holiday period." 


Accident verdict follows cancer 
man's rare 'chemotherapy' death 


CHEMOTHERAPY "hastened" the 
death of a football-mad 22-year-old, 
an inquest found. 

Chipping Norton FC player 
Shaun Weller died on May 2, two 
days after beginning chemotherapy 
for a rare form a liver cancer. 

The window cleaner, a father-of- 
one, died at the Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury, after 
suffering a cardiac 
arrest. 

Oxfordshire coroner 
Darren Salter recorded 
a verdict that Mr 
Weller's death was an 
accident after hearing 
from medics. 

His family afterwards 
praised the NHS and 
paid tribute to a 
"considerate" son. 

Mr Salter said: "It 
does seem to me that 
the treatment of 
chemotherapy hastened 
his death. That is not to 
say there was any 
negligence in the 
treatment. 

"Medical treatment 
does sometimes result in 
death or hasten death. 

That may be because of 
some adverse reaction 
or complication that 
can't be anticipated." 

In a statement, GP Dr 
Stephen Quelch said he 
referred Mr Weller for 
scans after his patient 
complained of chest 
pains. 

He was diagnosed 
with the terminal 
disease on February 2 
and oncologist Dr 


Kinnari Patel saw him on March 22. 

Because the cancer was so rare, 
further help was sought from 
specialists at London's Royal Free 
Hospital on treatment, she said. 

Dr Patel said: "Shaun expressed 
the wish to have anything that 
might be beneficial, no matter how 
toxic it was." 


She said: "I wonder if some very 
rare event has happened with 
chemotherapy that I don't think we 
could have foreseen." 

But she said the cancer could 
have "overwhelmed" his body. 

Consultant pathologist Ben 
Phillips said: "If he hadn't started 
on chemotherapy he wasn't likely 
to have died at that 
time." 

Mr Weller, from 
Cotswold Crescent, 
Chipping Norton, 
played for the first 
team of Chipping 
Norton FC and was 
father to Tiana, now 
three. 

His mother said: "We 
never felt that anyone 
was to blame. It never 
entered our heads. 
Everyone was really 
considerate." 

The family "never 
wanted to hear 
anything negative" 
about his prognosis, she 
said, adding: "Where 
there is life, there is 
hope. That is what you 
have got to believe in." 

An August charity 
football match at his 
former club raised 
£2,000 to support his 
daughter and Oxford 
University cancer 
research. 

A further charity 
fundraising cake and 
coffee event will be 
held at Chipping 
Norton Town Hall next 
Wednesday, from 9am 
to midday.

A MOTHER, who founded a project that 
helps those less fortunate, has been 
shortlisted for a top award. 

Jill Edge, from Banbury, is a finalist in 
the Tesco Mum of the Year 2013 compe¬ 
tition after being nominated by her 
daughter, Leona for "being mum to hun¬ 
dreds." 


Ms Edge founded the Sunshine Centre 
in Banbury 15 years ago, developing the 
project into a vital support system for 
families, single parents, vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and those in need. 

The Lottery-funded centre provides a 
drop-in advice service, childcare courses 
and training courses for parents, as well 


as summer schools and day trips.

Council report says the 
council should "support 
and promote" the scheme, 
possibly using firm iChoosr 
as an intermediary.

Homes crisis 
looms over 
risi ng rents 


THE housing crisis in 
Oxfordshire is deepening 
as rents outstrip income, 
a report has warned. 

A new survey from the 
National Housing Federation 
shows rents rising faster than 
average incomes in Cherwell, 
as well as the rest of the 
county which it warns is 
having a negative impact on 
the county economy. 

Now experts are claiming 
people are being forced to 
move to cheaper areas or 
even out of Oxfordshire 
altogether. 

The Home Truths survey 
claims years of not building 
enough homes was the root 
cause of the escalating 
problems. 

The report shows average 
rents in Oxfordshire rose by 
four per cent in the first

quarter of this year, from 
£897 to £934 a month, 
compared to the same period 
last year. 

The average income for 
Oxfordshire in 2011 was 
£23,494, according to the 
report, compared to £22,880 
for 2010, a rise of three per 
cent. 

Mark Crampton-Smith, 
director of letting agents 
College and County, said: 
"What concerns me most is 
that the outcome will be to 
drive people away." 

The problem of rising rents 
has been made worse by 
Government cuts in housing 
benefits, which last year saw 
a drop of £150 per month for 
a four-bed house. 


Warren Finney, South East 
lead manager for the 
National Housing Federation, 
said: "It's crunch time for our 
unsustainable housing 
market, with house prices 
and rents set to rocket in 
Oxfordshire as thousands of 
families are already 
struggling to afford their 
home. 

"Being unable to afford the 
homes they need can stop 
people from moving for 
work. It also prevents young 
couples from starting 
families, having a huge 
impact on people's 
aspirations and ultimately 
affecting the economy. 

"It's clear the chronic 
undersupply of new homes 
across Oxfordshire needs to 
be tackled now, to ease the 
financial pressure for families 
and Government."

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■ Headteacher reveals how free school will be linked to the local community 

Vision for new school 


AMERICAN-style sports, 
close links with businesses 
and specialising in history, 
will form part of the 
curriculum at North 
Oxfordshire's new free 
school. 

Headteacher David Castles 
has revealed more details about 
how Heyford Park Free School 
will be run, its facilities, and his 
vision for the school. 

Due to open next September 
to 60 reception and 60 Year 
Seven pupils, the school will 
eventually take 840 children 
with ages ranging from four to 
19. 

Former Oxford University 
graduate Mr Castles, 32, said 
the school would follow the 
GCSE and A-level path, and 
history would be among the 
core subjects. 

All children will take a GCSE 
in foreign languages, and pupils 
will have links to local 
businesses throughout their 
school days. 

With history as its special 
subject, the school will draw on

base it will occupy. Work will 
begin next year to convert a 
former officers' mess into the 
school. 

Youngsters will also get the 
benefit of an athletics track, 
racquet ball, baseball and 
basketball courts, a gym, tennis 
courts and pitches, which were 
all moth-balled after the 
Americans left in the 1990s. A 
school uniform has yet to be 
decided. 

Mr Castles said: "I'm attracted 
not because of any political link 
to a free school, but by its 
community nature. 

"We are trying to increase the 
opportunities for young people 
and need to respond to what the 
local community want and what 
the local needs are." 

It is unclear how many jobs 
the school will create, but the 
next key appointments will be 
the leadership team. 

This will include posts in 
developing the primary 
curriculum, and head of subject 
for English, maths and science, 


and a special educational needs 
co-ordinator. 

Mr Castles also hopes to 
employ specialist teachers, such 
as those dealing in music and 
languages. They would be 
available to all children. 

The headteacher, who is 
married to Renette, said: "One 
of the things which the school 
will benefit from is the 
community links. 

"For a lot of children the 
transition to secondary school, 
can really stall their 
development at that stage. 

"At Heyford Park they will not 
face this as we offer a 
continuous educational path." 

He plans to give older 
children specific responsibilities 
and roles as they move through 
the year groups. 

Younger and older children 
will also have separate play 
areas, but the school will 
introduce a mixed tutor group 
system, so all ages are 
integrated. 

Admissions for Year Seven 
pupils starting next September 
will be dealt with by 
Oxfordshire County Council.

A MAN who shares his home and 
life with vulnerable adults has 
spoken of the joy it brings to his 
household. 

Bob Pettit, 61, is one of 90 shared- 
lives carers in Oxfordshire, and has 
offered adults with physical or learning 
difficulties a roof over their heads for a 
decade. 

Now, to coincide with "shared lives 
week", the father-of-two has shared his 
story in a bid to encourage other home 
carers to come forward. 

Mr Pettit lives with his partner Sam, 
40, her three-year-old daughter, Ella, 
and two vulnerable people he cares for 
at his home in North Oxfordshire. 

He said: "I've been doing this for ten 
years, since it was called adult family 
placement. 

"I felt I had something to offer. I had 
a house, two kids and wanted a home- 
based job. 

"We offer them stability, hopefully a 
sense of home and somewhere warm 
and safe to live." 

He said the length of time people 


stayed depended on their needs. 

Some stay for a few weeks to give 
their families or regular carers a break, 
and others end up staying a lot longer. 

He said: "Sometimes it's respite care, 
somewhere to re-group, but then again 
one chap came to us eight years ago 
for respite and is still with us. 

"We have two full-timers, and 


another one on the way, and they all 
get on well with my son and daughter 
and each other. It's great because 
there's always something going on in 
the house. 

"Last year we all went to Florida 
together." 

The Pettit family currently have two 
people living with them, Adam, 24, 


and David, 40. 

David said: "I've lived with Bob for 
ten years and we have been doing all 
sorts of things together. We go on 
holidays together. It's been a great 
experience for me. 

"I used to live with my family, but I 
decided it was time to move on. 
Staying with Bob has given me an 


awful lot to look forward to. It's been 
really good. It's given me a lot of 
confidence." 

Arash Fatemian, the county council's 
adult services chief, said: "There's some 
great work being done, and some 
excellent friendships formed, through 
the shared lives project. 

"There are adults in Oxfordshire who 
need care and support but they either 
do not want, or need high levels of 
residential care. In many cases, a 
member of their family or a close 
friend provides what is needed. But 
sometimes this is not possible. 

"Shared Lives carers come from 
every walk of life. Some join with 
considerable experience of providing 
support, others have no experience at 
all, but do have the right qualities and 
approach." 

Carers have to pass an assessment 
process and an enhanced CRB check 
before they can take people on. In 
return for their services, carers are paid 
between £300 and £400 per week, 
depending on the needs of their service 
users.

KNOWING a loved one will be 
away over Christmas is an 
upsetting reality that thousands 
of armed forces families are 
facing this year.

Town bedsit plan 
gets approval 

■ COUNCILLORS have approved 
plans to convert Banbury town centre 
offices into 19 bedsits. Cherwell 
District Council's planning committee 
approved the plan to turn the offices 
- partly over Cox & Robinson 
chemists in Horse Fair - into bedsits 
with communal kitchen facilities. 


OXFORDSHIRE has been 
infested by a new breed of 
mutant rat which is resistant 
to all legal poisons - and the 
problem seems to be getting 
worse. 

The mutant gene that first 
emerged on a farm north of 
Newbury is spreading north into 
Oxfordshire, according to a new 
study. 

Oxfordshire pest controller 
Rob Eckton said he is getting 
more calls to deal with rats than 
ever before. 

He mostly eliminates rats 
using poison, but he also 
sometimes shoots them. 

He said "There are currently 
more poison-resistant rats. 

"I was called to one 
Oxfordshire farm where the rats 
managed to eat 30kg of 
poisoned bait. We had to shoot 
over 200 - and I am talking 
about big rats. 

"This problem is definitely 
getting worse. 

"Last year, as a private 
contractor, I laid 500kg of 
poison bait. Previous years have 
been nowhere near that. 

"Especially in the last three 
weeks as we come into rat 
season, it has been crazy." 

In the UK, there are only 
about eight poisons that can be 
used outside, because of the risk 
of secondary poisoning to birds 
of prey, who eat rats. 

Indoors, licensed pest 
controllers like Mr Eckton can 
use the more powerful

brodifacoum, which is four times 
as effective, or deadly contact 
dust. This is 1,000 times more 
powerful than bait poisons. 

Now the Health and Safety 
Executive is looking at allowing 
outdoor use of the more potent 
poisons to combat the resistant 
gene. 

Colin Prescott, of Reading 
University, co-authored the study 
by the Rodenticide Resistance 
Action Group, which has 
revealed the spread of the 
poison-resistant gene in rats. 

The study found that eight out 
of nine rats sampled in 
Oxfordshire were fully poison- 
resistant. 

Mr Prescott said: "Rats are 
geared up for a massive 
explosive growth, and the whole 
problem is they will spread with 
this new gene. 

"By poisoning the rats you 
might kill off 50 per cent of the 
population - none of which 
have the resistant gene. 

"The population will quickly 
return to full size but then all the 
rats will have the rogue gene." 

The gene first mutated on a 
farm north of Newbury in the 
1990s. Mr Prescott was called in 
because of his expertise in 
rodent control - and was 
shocked to discover the new 
gene. One time, we dissected a 
400g rat and he had eaten 450g 
of poisoned bait." 

Mr Prescott estimated that by 
using the 
stronger poison 
brodifacoum, 
which is 
currently 
banned outside, 
the mutant gene 
could be wiped 
out in six to 
eight weeks. 

Alan Buckle, 
Mr Prescott's 
co-author on the 
paper, said: 
"People keep 
using these 
poisons and it is 
piling up in the 
food chain. This, 
in turn, is 
damaging for 
the 

environment. 

"But you can 
use pretty small 
quantities of 
stronger poisons 
more usefully." 

The HSE is 
hoping to 
publish the 
results of its 
decision on 
whether to 
allow the use of 
stronger poisons 
out of doors 
early next year.

Banbury squad win class victory in Shanghai 


BANBURY'S Aston Martin Racing team 
scored a dominant class victory in the 
Six Hours of Shanghai to take their 
first win of the year. 

Chacombe driver Darren Turner and 
Stefan Miicke had what amounted to a 
perfect weekend after qualifying in pole 
position and finishing 52 seconds ahead of 
the second placed No.77 Team Felbermayr- 
Proton Porsche. 

The Anglo-German duo had a trouble-free 
run in the No.97 Aston Martin Vantage GTE 
but it certainly wasn't a walk in the park. 

Both the Porsche and the No.52 AF Corse 
Ferrari had turns at the head of the 
classification during Sunday's six-hour race, 
but a faultless run and good pit work saw 
Aston Martin prevail over their rivals. 

The result allowed Aston Martin Racing to 
secure second place in the FIA Endurance 
Trophy for LMGTE Pro teams in front of its 
German rivals. 

In LMGTE Pro the dice had already been 
thrown in favour of AF Corse and Ferrari, the 


Italian constructor sealing the LMGTE 
Manufacturers' World Cup well before the 
end of the season. 

While the AF Corse Ferraris saw the 
chequered flag first on five occasions this 
year, the Italian team weren't able to close 
out the 2012 season as they would have 
wished. The No.71 Ferrari 458 Italia of 
Andrea Bertolini, a former FIA GT World 
Champion, and Olivier Beretta finished on 
the third step of the podium but more than a 
lap down on the first two in class. 

Worse still, for a team which is used to 
great success, the No.51 sister car of 
Giancarlo Fisichella and Gianmaria Bruni 
lost eight laps in the pits to repair a broken 
alternator and then had to retire because of 
an oil leak. 

The 25,000 Chinese visitors over the first 
Six Hours of Shanghai weekend were 
treated to their first Le Mans experience and 
the next visit, on November 10, 2013, will 
undoubtedly see even more fans travelling 
to the Shanghai International Circuit next 
year.

Vie En Rose and starred alongside 
Christian Bale this summer in The 
Dark Knight Rises , is a strong 
contender for another golden 
statuette. 

She delivers a mesmerising and 
emotionally raw performance here 
as an aquatic trainer facing 
adversity. 

Luminous big-screen beauties, 
who are physically or emotionally 
disfigured for their art, have always 
been catnip to Oscar voters. 

Equally powerful is co-star 
Matthias Schoenaerts, who catalyses 
electrifying sexual chemistry with 
Coti I lard in their on-screen 
couplings. 

Sex scenes are sweaty, frenetic 
and almost animalistic - a tangle of 
limbs to mirror the cascade of 
emotions that consumes the couple 
and propels them down an 
unexpected path towards something 
that might be called a relationship.

DEBT CHARITY WARNS OF HUGE RISE IN TENANT ARREARS 


Whilst property group LSL is reporting that rents are continuing to rise 
on a monthly basis, and are at a record high, a debt counselling charity 
is warning of a huge increase in rent arrears which will keep people off 
the housing ladder for the foreseeable future. 

The Money Advice Trust says the number of calls to its national debtline 
service from people with rent arrears has ‘exploded’ over the last five 
years. 

Calls from people with rent arrears have increased 28% over the last 
two years and 9% in the last 12 months. Nearly 10% of all people calling 
National Debtline have rent arrears, compared to 6% in 2007 and 8% last 
year. 

Additionally, figures suggest tenants have broader debt problems, with 
renters for the first time accounting for more than half of the total calls. 

Maria Lucas, Managing Director of Let Lucas Rental Specialists, said “It is 
clearly difficult for people to save the money for a deposit to buy a house
